part of the Secret, chat the whole Clamour 
of the Danger of the Cnurch, was raised 
upon the lofs of their Tacking, the Occa- 


fional Bill, and the Government appea- 
ring direét y againft their Defigns, decla- 
ring them Dangerous and Unpeaceable ¢ 
of which in its Order. 

I had not reviv’d a Difcourfe of the 
Tacking Proieét, had I not one or two 
Obfervations to make on it as to the 
Delign, which are fomething New to the 
generality of the People, and as it is a 
wornsout Subjeét, I fhall fay the lefs to it ; 
nor had Imention’d it here, but as in fore 
ming an Introduétion to the State of the 
Nation, I could not Compleat the Abridg- 
ment of things paft, without it. My: Ob. 
fervations are two, 

1. That the defign of the Tack was not 
theirs who were for it. 

2. That they never expected it jlou'd pafs 
either the Lords or the Queen. 

Firfty 
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Firft, It was not their own thought, this 
Hare was not of their own finding, the was 
certainly ftarted by fome Old Gamefters, 
who hada mind to fpoil their Sport, and 
who knew their Hounds were not fpeedy 
enough to make it out. 

Who it was Noos’d them thus, and drew 
them into the Snare, perhaps is more eafie 
than convenient to Defcribe ; but their gc 
neral hatred of fome Men, who had nota 
few times formerly outwitted them, makes 
it eafie to fee, that they knew the Truth 
of it themfelves, nor indeed can I fay a 
kinder thing of the Tackers, than that they 
were drawn into this matter by fome that 
were too Cunning for them , for if I would 
defend their Sence, and make it an A& of 
Premeditation, their Wits will be fuppor- 
ted at the Expence of their Reputation, and 
they muft pafs for fomething fo much more 
Scandalous than a Fool, that the Exchange 
will be greatly to cheir Difadvantage. 

Had they told Nofes, had they known the

purfait of his Knight Ertantry upon the 
Windmill. 

Secondly, But to to wave the tue Satyr 
upon thefe Gentlemens Misfortunes, when 
they had entertain’d the thing, and under- 
taken its Mannagement, what could be 
theic Defign ? ‘Chere ishardlva Man among 
them in his Wits, that «ill now pretend 
they did f much as expeét it would pafs 
either the Houfe ot Peers or the Queen, at 
leaft I never met with one of them that 
would pretend to it. 

They could not expe€t it fhould pafs 
the Houfe of Lords, becaufe their Lord- 
fhips. had made it a ftanding Order of their 
Houfe long before, that they would never 
receive or pals any fuch thing as a Bill 
Tack'd to any Money Bill, of this thefe 
Genuemen could not be Ignorant. 

‘a. They conld not expeét Her Majefty 
fhould pafs it, hecaufe the Queen had fre- 


quently Paffed her Royal given to pre.

{wer the ftated Emergencies, and raifethe 
neceffary Funds, forthe Profecution of the 
War, and fupport of the Confederacy? 
Had then this Party been ftrong enough — 
in the Houfe , to have infifted upon 
any thing, though never fo Fatal, and re.
